The application has been amended as follows: please amend claim 7, as 
following: 

7. (Currently amended) The resonator structure according to claim 6, further 
comprising an electrode thickness de divided by thickness of resonant cavity drc 
according to 1% < de/drc ^ 10%. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in 
combination with other limitations of the claims, the cited prior arts fail to teach the 
bottom electrode is deposited on a select portion of the reflector layer, said at least one 
dielectric layer associated with the bottom electrode is deposited on a remaining portion 
the reflector layer, as required by amended claims 1 and 8; and the cited prior arts also 
fail to teach a step of applying or depositing at least one bottom electrode layer on a 
portion of the reflector layer and a dielectric laver on the remaining portion of the 
reflector layer, as required by amended method claim 10. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are now in condition for allowance.
